AMERICAN PEDAGOGUES. 


appointment and Ditroinfartc Endued

-Reports received at the War Depart- 


ment indicate that the sending of 
'American school-teachers to the Phil- 
ippines vclll prove a very interesting 
experiment, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the Xev York Post. 
Many of them kuew little of -what 
they were going TO: but. on the "whole, 
the:/ seem to take the discomforts and 
hardships incident TO th? life there 
cheerfully. 
One -woman now in the 


archipeiaso says that she vras "swin- 
dled'" v.--tl> ice Philippines—that they 
are not what they were said to ke- 
She expresses herself as disappointed 
that sEe is not able to have the com- 
foris that she had hsst year in a col- 
lege dormitory. 


One very sad ihius: in the teaching

It would have been much 
easier for our educators to establish 
high schools and colleges, since the cry 
•for education from the so-called "lead- 
ing Filipinos" is understood nt the 
•War Denartmeut to mean a demand 
for high schools, so that they will not 
be obliged to send their children into 
•Manila. In the past, higher education 
lias been obtainable only at great ex- 
pense, and the so-called ''educated 
class*' has been an exclusive one. The 
American plan has been, reflecting the 
theories of a democratic government. 
to look out that every pueblo and bar- 
rio has Its English elementary school 
This starting at the bottom and build- 
ing up is a much harder thing tha 
the reverse process would be, since 
there is a question always as to wheth- 
er the upper classes are particularly 
anxious that the lower classes should 
'be instructed. The Filipino Presi- 
dent, returning travelers say. always 
promises to do just as he is asked, but 
•fails usually to do what he promises. 


Stiil there is much, according to de- 


partmental advices, that is hopeful Ir 
the situation. 
The chief difficulties 


seem to be rasuSeient municipal fund 
and a. hesitancy oa the part of out 
Philippine officialdom to take the ini- 
tiative, and way down at the bottom 
perhaps, an indifference and a feeling 
that the General Government ought 
to do everything. The American Gov- 
ernment has done a great service in 
jpving these people the one thing, in 
the shape of English instruction, which 
•will, of itself, be a unifying influence. 
About as much English is now spoken 
as there was Spanish in the Spanish 
times- 


Many persons believe that the Amer- 


ican physician may yet become as 
great a factor in Philippine develop- 
ment as the American teacher. The 
trained 
physician of 
this country 


ought to contribute something Impor- 
tant on tropical disease, especially 
amoebic dysentery, which now seems 
to be so fatal there. Americans say 
that it is surprising to see the ignor- 
ance prevailing among the foreign doc- 
tors ir the tropics: that the average 
Fil'.ijlno physician never opens a bocl-r 
or makes any special study after grad- 
uation. At the age of about ten the 
Filipino 
begins a so-called medical 


course, which is nothiat; more than ele- 
mentary in character, but because he 
studies something for seven years ho 
believes he is superior to the American 
•doctor, who has a course of only four 
years. 


The Filpinos, as a class, the return- 


ing War Department, officers say. r.re 
in a certain sense cleanly; they bathe 
frequently, but they are not very se- 
lect in taeir bathing place. 
Tlielr 


housekeeping and home sanitation are 
-wretched, although the women are as 
a rule inore businesslike tban the nien. 
The ordinary Filipino has not enough 
enterprise to run a business success- 
fully. Whether the children are inven- 
tive or merely imitative remains to be 
seen. AD elementary course in science 
Las been established to see if Filipinos 
can observe accurately and draw con- 
clusions logically. 


The scarcity of labor through the 


exclusion of the Chinese and the in- 
efficiency of the Filipino is a serious 
barrier to progress. It has also dis- 
posed of the bugaboo that cheap Asia- 
tic labor, in its ability to manufacture 
at low cost, would imperil the civiliza- 
tion of the world. All employment of 
natives is on the padrone system. No 
American can walk' out and hire « 


dozen Filipinos to go to -work for him: 
he must Instead arrange -with a "boss" 
and on a commission for so much la- 
bor. This is the Philippine substitute 
for trade-unionism. 


TILLAGE IN AUSTRALIA. 


New South Wales Lrarm* m !*»**» 


the V'nited State*. 


The importance of agriculture as a 


factor ia the material progress of a 
State possessing 
an 
abundance of 


suitable land is beginning to be recog- 
nized in New South Wales, where the 
area under cultivation shows not only 
a steady annual increase, but also im- 
proved production both in quantity 
and quality, a result, in some measure1, 
of a more scientific treatment of the 
soil. lu iliis direction much assist- 
ance has beea afforded by the State 
government, which, taking a lesson 
from tiie United States, has estab- 
lished a large central agricultural col- 
lege, a few miles distant from Syd- 
ney, with a number of experimental 
stations In various parts of the State. 
The college accommodates a hundred 
students, and the applications for ad- 
mission are always In advance of ibe 
number that can be accepted. 


The work of the students is divided 


between their class room studies and 
their practice in the field. The course 
of training extends over two years, 
the students of each year forming a 
distinct class. In the class rooms and 
laboratories the principal and the two 
science masters lecture on their spe- 
cial sets of subjects, and every thing 
discussed is afterwards followed out 
by practical demonstrations in the 
lield. The farm comprises a total of 
over ooOO acres, and the diversity of 
the crops is so great and tht« branches 
so numerous that there is always field 
work in progress to provide for the 
ilaily employment of fifty students. 
Eacli eveciug. says a. recent visitor, 
the principal posts a notice whoreoa 
the students find information as to 
which class of work they are expect- 
ed to perform next day in cultural 
sections, but in connection with rcu- 
tine work such as milking, stable and 
similar duties, the students are tokl 
off in gangs for a week ia rotation.— 
Shanghai Mercury.

Our Eartli ig aiOTinjjr Slower. 


We all knoirr that the earth revolves 


on its axis once in twenty-four hours. 
Millions of years ago the day was 
twenty-two hours: millions of years 
before that it was twenty-one hours. 
As we look back into time we find the 
earth 
revolving faster 
and faster. 


There was a time, ages ago. when the 
earth was rotating In a day of five or 
six hours in length. In the remotest 
past the earth revolved Ia a day of 
about five hours. It could revolve no 
faster and remain a single, unbroken 
mass. 


When our day was about five hours 


long the moon was In contact with 
the earth's surface. It had just broken 
away from Its parent mass. As the 
length of the terrestial day increased, 
so did the distance of the moon. 


Whenever the rotation 
time of a 


planet is shorter than the period of 
revolution of its satellite, the effec 
of their mutual action Is to accelerate 
the motion of the satellite and to force 
It to move in a larger orbit—to increase 
its distance, therefore. 


The day of the earth is now shorter 


than the month—the period of revolu- 
tion—of the uiooii. The moon, is, there- 
fore, slowly receding from use. and It 
has been receding for thousands of 
centuries. But the day of the earth Is, 
as we have seen, growing longer. The 
finger of the tides is always pressing 
upon the rim of our huge flywheel; 
and slowly but surely lessening the 
speed of Its rotation. So long as the 
terrestrial day is shorter than the 
lunar mouth the moon will continue 
to recede from us.—Xew York Herald.

ty-seven per cent, of albumen, this 
remarkable proportion being greater 
than is found in any cultivated plants, 
but their bitter taste, due to the pres- 
ence of about ten per cent, of bitter 
rosin, has condemned them as tinfit 
for food. 
By extracting the bitter 


principle, Fluggs of Hanover claims 
to have ninde useful another waste 
material. 
After partial roasting to 


loosen the shell?, the kernels are re- 
moved and pulverized, and the powder 
is placed in a tight percolator, with 
alcohol, for about a week. 
To ex- 


tract the bitter completely it may be 
necessary to replace the fluid with 
fresh solvent. 
The alcohol dissolves 


out the rosin, leaving a pleasant and 
untritious meal, which contains all the 
albumen and starch of the chestnuts, 
and is a valuable food.—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat.
